; Farm Homes With Plumbing 


A drive to bring running water and safe sewage disposal 
systems to thousands of Georgia farm homes is_ being 


launched by the vocational division of the State Department | 


of Education through the Veterans’ Farm Training Program. 


State Heaith Department work- 
ers will co-operate with the nearly 
1,100 VFTP instructors in this un- 
dertaking. according to L. G. lLen- 
ert, associate engineer in the divi- 
sion of public health engineering. 

T. G. Walters, State Supervisor 
of Agricultural Education, says ap- 
proximately 20,000 veteran farm. 
ers will attend classroom lectures 
and demonstrations on the plan- 
ning of water and sewage disposal! 
systems. 

After this instruction the veter- 
ans—with the help and supervision 
of their instructors and tocal 
health workers should be able to 
do most of the work ino making 
these improvements themselves, 
Walters declared. 

“By doing the work himself,” he 
e@xpluined. “a farmer cun take 
about $500 and properly protect 
his water supply, install a constunt 
pressure pump. put tub, toilet and 
lavatory in a bathroom, a sink in 
the kitchen, and install a State- 
approved septic tank system.” 

First step in this undertaking 
will be a series of demonstrations 
and lectures for VFTP instructors. 
Co-operating in these will be the 
regional health engineers and sani- 
tarians, and Hugh H. Roberts of 
the Portland Cement Association. 


The first of these demonstrations 
will be held -tomorrow at the 
Banks County High School, Ho- 
mer. Others will follow at Cler- 
mont, Tuesday: Cassville, Wednes- 
day; East Griffin School. Thurs: 
day; Vienna, Nov. 21; Adel, Nov. 
22: Wrightsville, Nov. 29: Millen, 
Nov. 30; Metter, Dee. 1, and Bax. 
ley, Dec. 2. All of these will be 
gin at 10 a. m.

CHARLESTON, 8. C-—~(INS)— 
A way of thinking is being 
ehanged today at Charleston. 

Folks frequently say hat 
Charlestonians don’t know the war 
is over—the War Between the 
States, that is. Current facts 
prove otherwise. 

Civic leaders think Charleston 
bids fair to show other towns usu- 
ally considered more pro essive 
than this qtaint Sout arolina 
port just how to fight off a reces- 
sion in the e of World War II. 

They.gedmit that it has taken 
80 years to learn that quick eco- 
nomic adjustments must be 
made following armed conflict. 
With collapse of the Confeder- 
ate armies, Charleston rather 
successfully sought to maintain 
ite old way of life and let the 
rest ef the world go by. This 
time, it’s different. 


Charleston feels the economic 


pinch of postwar levelling-off in 
ship building has diminished. The 
Naval Base force has been reduced. 
The city’s over-all payroll dropped 
by at least one“hundred thousand 
dollars a year, according to Walker 
Owens, Chamber of Commerce 
manager. But Charleston has tak- 
en quick steps to counteract set- 
backs. 


Campaigns were mapped—what 
is known as “the Charleston Plan” 
was drawn up to offset unemploy- 
ment, to attract new business en- 
terprises and dispel pessimism. 
Owens explained: 

“We believe the Charleston Plan 
is workable. We already have sal- 
vaged some 300 jobs. This was 
done by canvassing every employ- 
er and every trade unian in the 
city, urging them to find work for 
persons who lost out on the person- 
nel reductions at the shipyards and 
Naval Base.” 

Since the layoffs, two new in- 
dustrial additions have been made. 
A New Orleans coffee concern is 
establishing a plant and a fertiliz- 
er factory is making a million- 
dollar expansion. Owen said these 
factors dispelled considerable 
gloom. 


CITIZENS CONFIDENT—De- 
spite the inevitable shock ef see- 
ing the economic picture fade, 
Charlestenians remain confident 
that the future is bright. This 
is illustrated by the two mil- 
lion-five-hundred-thuosand-dollar 
building program in progress. 

Managing Editor Thomas R. 
Waring, ef the News and 
Courier, explains, in effect, that 
the postwar downtrend was il- 
lustrated effectively that the city 
‘must scramble for new pay rolls 
and added commerce to fill the 
eap. And Charleston is doing 
just that. 


OUTSIDERS LURED—The his- 
toric city, which once was content 
to live almost unto iteslf, is seek- 
ing newcomers and visitors as 
well as new industry. Chamber 
ef Commerce Manager Owens 
openly admitted that Broad Street 
businessmen ‘“‘no longer are will- 
ing to take in each other’s wash- 
ing.” As a result of the new at- 
titude, 85 industrial plants -have 
eome to Charleston within the past 
three years. 


PORT STILL BOOMS—Cres- 
tion of a State Ports Authority 
has, likewise, sptrred the in- 
terest of South Carolina in 
Charlesten. Tonnage has dou- 
bled since 1946. Twe dozen 
shipping lines have been signed 
since the war to patronize the 
port as regular clients. 


STILL CHARLESTON—Regard- 
less of the new thinking in old 
Charleston, the city looks consid- 
erably the same as it did to John 
C. Calhoun. 

Old homes and buildings, exem- 
plifying English colonial architec- 
ture, has become strictly business, 
however. Charlestonians boast 
ebout them and the Spring-bloom- 
ing gardens as tourist attractions. 


In addition, the city fathers 
also sell weather, hunting and 
fishing and Charleston's cultural 
eharms, which include two of 
America’s oldest community the- 
aters and a symphony orchestra. 
The result of this business that 
would have been brash to the 
forebears of modern Charleston- 


fans, netted a six-milliendellar 


tourist trade last year.

Can the Legislature evade the ques- 
tion of State tax revision and sidestep the 
reorganization of the Highway Depart- 
ment until after next year’s elections? 

The politicians have frankly thought 
and said so. 

But the people seem to have other 
ideas. 

All over the State, if the letters re- 
ceived by Georgia’s grass-root weeklies 
are any fair criterion, there is a grow- 
ing insistence that the forthcoming Janu- 
ary session of the General Assembly face 

,up to its responsibility and put the State 
tax system on an equitable basis and its 
Highway Department on a nonpolitical 
one. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., 
_whose unbiased judgment on State fis- 
cal matters is generally recognized and 
respected throughout Georgia, set off an 
‘unprecedented tide of criticism when he 
suggested that perhaps the Tax Revision 
Commission ought not make public its 
recommendations until after next year’s 
election. 

Outspoken State Senator Walter Har- 
rison won applause throughout the State 
when he recently told a Savannah group 
that the January legislative session would 
;get a report from the Tax Revision Com- 


mission, of which he is a member, “even 
if it is a minority, one-man one.” 

And Gov. Talmadge, who has been en- 
joying the best press of his family’s 
lengthy political career, is taking an edi- 
torial lambasting in every section as a re- 
sult of his announced intention of aban- 
doning the controversial bridge over Tur- 
tle River after $3,000,000 has been spent 
there. 

All over Georgia, in short, there is a 
swelling demand that the Legislature face 
the State’s immediate needs when it meets 
in January, the implication being that 
unless it does, a lot of its members needn’t 
bother torun for re-election next Summer. 

“We poor suckers have been played 
for saps so long until the politicians think 
we will swallow anything,” comments the 
Oglethorpe Echo in a typical reaction to 
current efforts again to evade the two 
pressing issues. “And so far they have 
been right. But we have a feeling the 
worm is going to turn.” 

We have been fooled before, notably 
in the case of home rule, by the Legisla- 
ture’s ability to avoid—without apparent 
penalty—reforms for which there was un- 
deniable overwhelming public support. 

But the Echo may be right. The long- 
suffering worm may at last be turning. 


Welfare Payments and Politics 


s Shortly after the DeKalb Grand Jury 
“revealed welfare payments in the County 
“equalled the cost of all other county gov- 
‘ernment operations came the disclosure 
that welfare rolls all over the State also 
“are growing. Aid checks were mailed to 
“1,741 more people last month than re- 
‘ceived them the month previous. 
; All that is in line with the nation-wide 
“trend. Relief—old age assistance, aid to 
‘dependent children and other payments— 
‘is becoming an important part of our 
Government expense. 
‘ Relief payments in Georgia last month 
‘totaled $2,745,884. That is at the rate of 
‘about $33,000,000 annually, or almost one- 
third of total State expenditures. The 
‘Federal Government pays 70 percent of 
‘the bill, with the State and counties pay- 
fing the remainder. 
- The Columbus Ledger thinks, and we 
‘agree, that this growing cost of relief de- 
‘mands that officials look with a sharper 
‘and more critical eye at applicants. Every 
‘possible precaution, says The Ledger, 
‘ought to be taken against allowing wel- 
fare payments to be mixed up with 
‘politics. 

“While the State’s share (of the relief 
‘load) is small,” the Columbus paper 
points out, “a surprisingly large number

} The Chickens Are 
Coming To Roost 


When I read it I thought to myself I would 
just sit this one out for a while and read what 
the big domes and the little domes had to say 


about it. 

Then I could say, ‘as Big Dome so ably put it in his article of 
yesterday... .” 

But as far as I can determine not a word has been said by any- 
one. Even the ranters and the fire-and-smoke eaters have been 
unusually quiet. Oddly, I find this deplorable, as in this instance 
I would much prefer they were out there going through their act. 
Because the disturbing fact seems to be that once again here in the 
South we seem to be dreaming away the hours and when the 
decision comes, if it is what it may be, there will be thousands 
of well-intentioned persons who will say, “Why didn’t I know 
about this before?” 

It was on most of the front pages of the newspapers. The date 
was Nov. 8. And the heads read like this: “High Court Test of 
Segregation in Education Set.” 

Apparently the South is following the formula of Miss Scarlett 
O’Hara, which was, “I’ll think about that tomorrow.” 

That is not wisdom. So let’s discuss it. It is a Southern prob- 
lem, because of the facts of population and law. 


Meaning In the past the Supreme Court has ruled that edu- 
cation is a matter for the States. There is no Fed- 
eral law, per se, pertaining to education which gives regulatory 
powers to the Federal Government. 

Federal assistance to educatian began, however, when the coun- 
try was still a confederation of States, before we had a Constitu- 
tion and union. A section of every township (comparable to our 
county system of today) was set aside for public education. Later 
land was given for land-grant colleges. For a considerable time 
the Federal Government has provided aid for various types of 
education in the land-grant colleges. Since the passage of the 
Smith-Hughes Act in 1917, there have been Federal grants-in-aid 
for vocational education in the secondary, or high schools, of the 
nation. In a period of more than 160 years Congress has passed 
more than 150 laws providing for aid to education in the various 
States. Latest of these were, of course, the school lunch pro- 
gram and Federal appropriations for the schooling of veterans. 
All the States have received millions in Federal funds for Tthese 
purposes. Always the Federal Government has required, in grant- 
ing these aids, that certain conditions be met. 

But there exists no direct and continuing Federal assistance for 
all types of training in the primary and secondary schools. There 
is such a bill before the Congress. It was this bill which stirred 
so much discussion in the recent session, involving the question 
of aid to parochial, or religious schools, and the constitutional 
provision of separation of church and state. 


There has been an insistence on local control of education. 
The various bills before the Congress, including that by Sen. Robert 
Taft, of Ohio, all specify local control. 

So there has been always in the minds of Congress, and in the 
past decisions of the Court itself, this theory of local control. 


° Here in the South we set up, by our own States, 
Segregation laws which said that we would have separate 
systems for white and Negro, but would make them equal. 

Would to God we had been honest enough to do so. It is fail- 
ure to do so which has brought the Court to the pending decision. 

Our attitudes have been dishonest and wrong. Nothing better 
illustrates it than the Georgia suit in Irwin County. The school 
systems are not equal there, but Irwin County has failed in this 
no more than dozens of others. In no county are there equal 
facilities, although in the larger urban counties both facilities and 
salaries rapidly are being equalized. 

The State of Georgia has, I think, with great lack of wisdom, 
announced it will defend this situation. I think it always wrong 
to defend substandards. I would certainly have liked it better if 
the State and County had said, “Yes, the State laws have been vio- 
lated. There are gross inequalities. We are starting right now 
to do something about it.” jf 

One of the factors the Supreme Court is going to consider, 
on the basis of the Fourteenth Amendment, is that the States which 
have such laws—separate but equal facilities—have continually 
and flagrantly violated their own laws and have, save in rare 
local instances, made no attempt to carry out the provisions of 
the laws. 

The arguments against it are that Negroes pay little tax. This 
is true. But it is not a part of the argument. It is not even ger- 
mane to it. What we did was to say that we would establish sepa- 
rate schools for the races and would make them equal in pay and 
facilities. We did not say, anywhere in the law, setting up 
separate but dual systems, that they would be set up on the basis 
of taxes paid. We said, in effect, we wanted them separate and 
were willing to pay the bill. The chicken of failure to do that 
now is coming home to roost. 

A lot of people don’t like this said because it is the truth, and 
the truth hurts. But it is a fact. It is before the Supreme Court. 


I think there is a good chance the Court may sustain this 
Acts right of the State to regulate its education. But it is 
by no means sure, and if the decision is against us it will be 
because, under the Fourteenth Amendment, we have practiced 
discrimination because of race and color. Had we done the right 
thing, as called for by our own laws, from the time we first set 
up the separate systems, we would not now be vulnerable on the 
basis of discrimination. I believe it important every Southerner 
think about these things. 
I am not attempting to argue pro or con about it. I am urg- 
ing that Southerners think and discuss this problem. To that end 
I will do what I dislike doing, which is continue this in a second 


chapter tomorrow.

Atomic Energy 
And Nitroglycerin 


From the layman’s viewpoint, the trouble with 

modern science and invention is that it has passed 

7 beyond the bounds of lay understanding. A mere 

half century ago, almost any new invention was, basically, quite 

simple in principal, something any intelligent person could under- 

stand. A schoolboy could understand the principal, for instance, 

of the motion picture and of the internal combustion engine. I know 

we could, because I was a schoolboy when the movies and the 
automobiles were new. : 

I could even understand, in a general sort of a way, the radio 
when it became an everyday miracle a quarter century or so ago. 
I think everybody today has a smattering of understanding of radio 
tubes and wave lengths and so on. 

But I sat recently in a comfortable living room and watched 
on the television screen a football game as it was played at Grant 
Field, a dozen miles away. I saw the band maneuvering at half- 
time and heard them as they played. I saw, even more clearly 
than if I had been in the stands, the playing of the game itself. 
The only thing I did not experience was the feel of the wind blow- 
ing across the field and the hardness of the stadium seat. 

Television, I’m frank to admit, is beyond my understanding. 
Science has gone beyond my capacity to understand. So, I just 
don’t try. I accept the miracle, that is all. 


: They tell us that, someday, atomic energy, 
Atomic Future released by nuclear fjssion, will bring to man- 
kind miracles beyond anything he has yet dreamed. That the de- 
structive force of the A-bomb, used, in war is only one relatively 
unimportant use to which atomic power may be put. Scientists, 
men in research, engineers, promise us miracles of constructive use 
of atomic energy in the glorious future they envision. 

Perhaps the schoolboys of today understand nuclear fission bet- 
ter than we older ones. Perhaps their minds are better attuned 
to the science of the age; it may be that older minds have out- 
grown their own age of undefstanding. 

Yet, as I contemplate the mysterious promises I read about 
atomic power, I do not doubt that, someday, they will become true. 
For I have seen too many other miraculous developments in man's 
ever-advancing process of uncovering the hidden forces of nature. 

As a simple illustration, for instance, consider the stuff they 


call nitroglycerin.

Mention nitroglycerin to the average man and, 
nine times out of ten, he will think of only 
two methods of use: either as a tremendously powerful explosive 
used chiefly in war, or as the stuff safe robbers use to blast open 
the stee] doors of otherwise impregnable safes. 

Yet I know, even use, ni in an altogether different 
capacity. I keep it, in the form of tiny white pellets, to swallow 
as a heart stimulant in case of attack. 

Now that, of course, is not the same form of nitroglycerin used 
by the safeblower as “soup.” But, though so vastly different in 
form and in usage, it is nitroglycerin.. The name is the same. 

I can’t understand the “why” of nitroglycerin as a heart medi- 
cine. But I accept the fact. I can’t understand television, but 
I accept that fact, also. 

When they harness atomic energy to the usages of peace—and 
perhaps of healing—J won't be able to understand that, either. But 
I'll accept it as fact and only pray that it may prove, in inverse 
ratio to its destructive force, as great a power for good as have 

modern discoveries of the science technicians.

. Thursday I noticed on page 10, column 5, Hospi- 


tality: Donald Gets Friend’s Car After Chase. 
Now that might be hospitality. but it is not good 
marksmanship and that’s for sure, because after 
he had caught the car and the thief was running 
down Harris Street, he began firing wildly into 
a bunch of cab drivers who had just gotten off 
from work.

Worthy Project 


Editor Constitution: I want to call the atten- 
tion of the public to a very worthy educational 
project in Union County in North Georgia, which 
had its birth in 1941 and is now serving the chil- 
dren and parents at Lewner, 16 miles northwest 
of Blairsville and near the North Carolina line. 
This large community is isolated geographically 
from the more progressive areas of Union County 
by distance and lack of all-weather roads. 

Present assets are 10 acres of land, a concrete 
block building 54x44 feet, a story and a half 
high, an luminum roof which makes it practically 
fireproof, as the floors are of cement. The first 
floor is divided in two sections, each 27x44. The 
auditorium houses the day school, Sunday school 
and church services as wel] as farm meetings. 
The other room is for work shop. Se@me electri- 
cal tools were donated by a generous Atlanta 
firm, but more tools are badly needed to enable 
the men to go to work. The men will make vari- 
ous pieces of furniture, perhaps manufacture 
doors, window frames, screens and from the 
scraps a line of toys. Also, furniture will be 
restored by rebuilding and reupholstering. The 
upstairs will be used by the women and girls 
for sewing, quilt and rug making. Any and all 
crafts that can be taught, using natural resources 
such as clay for ceramics and splits for basketry 
and bottoming chairs. 

Additional block walls are up for a canning 


plant (30x40 feet), which is to be used this 
Winter making concrete blocks. A mixer and 
molds are to be sent up soon, and the farmers 
will be able to make their own fireproof chicken 
houses in time for next Spring’s use. Also a 
community potato drying house is proposed. 

With additional income, this community can 
and will grow educationally, financially, physi- 
cally and spiritually; for a sense of well-being 
and security gives us all more time to promote the 
brotherhood of man and the Fatherhood of God.

Voting and ‘Civil Rights 

Editor Constitution: We noted in a recent is- 
sue of The Atlantic Monthly from the pen of 
a local journalist an article in which the writer 
stated that the right of suffrage was a basic civil 
right; in fact, the most important civil right of 
all. Our minds immediately reverted to various 
decisions by our high courts, written by our 
ablest jurist, in which an exactly opposite view 
was taken on this question. Am quoting below 
a decision made a few months since in which the’ 
opinion was written by an exceedingly able and 
impartial jurist who possesges a wonderful legal 
mind. The opinion follows: 

“Not from any angle or viewpoint, either 
constitutional, legal or otherwise, can the right 
of suffrage be deemed in any manner a civil 
right. It is primarily and essentially a political 
right granted by the respective States by author- 
ity of the Federal and State Constitutions. This 
right to be governed by such regulations and 
restrictions deemed proper by the general as- 
semblies of the respective States. No man or 
woman, of any age or color, comes into the world 
with an inherent right to cast a ballot. This 
privilege is extended by the State when the 
individual reaches the legal age and meets the 
requirement of the State.” 

is decision seems to cover the ground thor- 
oughly to the satisfaction of any open mind. It 
really seems that it was entirely unnecessary for 
this to reach a court. It appears that any indi- 
vidual of average intelligence could be able to 
construe or interpret the law and Constitution 
in this connection. 

In this matter, as others confronting us, it 
seems to be a matter of regret that some of our 
present-day journalists were not present to aid 
James Madison and his associates in formulating 
the Federal Constitution and later to have been 
in Georgia in 1877 and lent their invaluable aid 
to Charles J. Jenkins, Robert Toombs and the 
other statesmen in compiling our State Constitu- 
tion. No doubt a much better document would 
have been the result. :

“I was lucky,” said Mr. Heffer- 
nan. “When Tyler’s Record 
Store sold its equipment last 
year, I bought enough of its rec- 
ord cases and cabinets to hold 
my entire collection of nearly a 
thousand recordings.” 


Mr. Heffernan’s preference is 
for the music of the early mod- 
erns, such as Delius, Ravel, De- 
Bussy and Kaminski. However, 
he also likes the works of the old 
masters, so his collection is 
sprinkled with recordings of 
Bach, Brahms, and Beethoven. 

Before he went into the serv- 
ice during the war. the bachelor 
apartment of William B. Horton 
on Peachtree Road was overrun 
with oneratic and symphonic 
records which he had collected 
as a hobby.

It does not resist, but accepts all that is part of life 
with a sure understanding of physical torment and mental canflict 
which can be borne only by those who believe in another world. 


It is this deep faith which spreads to the patients, helping them 
to approach their last days with an understanding and an accept- 
ance of death which few humans ever attain. 


Making no distinctions as to race, creed or color, the Home 
has no endowments. It lives from dav to day on the generosity 
of the public. Because the patients are beyond the help of doctors, 
there are no resident physicians. Pain-relieving narcotics and seda- 
tives are the gift of the Home's auxiliary. Nightgowns, sheets 
‘and pillow cases are made by the Sewing Guild, while another 
group makes pads for the patients. Other societies and clubs make 
frequent and heavy donations. 


The Home is a bright, reverent place. Flowers crowd the freshly 
scrubbed wards and cluster around statues of Joseph, Jesus and 
the Virgin Mary. Behind the main building, the sisters and the 
patients like to sit in the stone grotto built around a life-sized 
statue of “Our Lady of Perpetual Hope.” Trees shade the grotto, 
and birds sing in the quietness. 

Fear, desperation and self-pity are not part of the Cancer Home. 
It is, instead, like the waiting room of a train station where people 
sit, faintly expectant, trusting that when the train comes, it will

British Teenage Dating 
Less Formal Than U. S. 


“By WENDY MacGOWAN 
LONDON—(NANA)—British teen-age average boys— 
from 17 on—usually have two girl friends each. This is 
one very human observation arising from a nation-wide 


questionnaire put to boys by the National Association of: 


Girls Clubs and Mixed Clubs. 


In view of the title of the As- 
sociation, it may seem strange 
that boys are the guinea pigs, 
but the inquiry as to girls’ pref- 
erences for sparetime activities 
was conducted a few years back. 
Younger teenagers admit to a 
girl friend apiece, and a passion 
for whodunits. 

Dating in Britain is neither 
so complicated, so steady, or so 
formal as in America. There 
are no special teenage columns 
in newspapers and magazines, 
no special teenage stores, and no 
drugstore clubs. Coeducation, 
in the American sense, is con- 
fined to a very few schools, apd 
even universities do not have 
the coed spirit. 

About 30 percent of the boys 
belong ‘to libraries, but they 
don’t go for Shakespeare or 
Dickens. They rush for the who- 
dunit shelves. Far fewer than 
half want romantic adventure 
stories, a little more than 10 per- 
cent read poetry, and only about 


half the younger teenagers like 
comics. 

In arts and crafts, there is a 
tremendous urge to draw and 
paint, while only a small propor- 
tion want to write. Religion 
plays an active part in the lives 
of at least half the boys. This 
seems to be a matter of con- 
scious choice, and not to de- 
pend upon parental urging. 

A remarkable number of boys 
take great interest the kitchen, 
and attend cookery classes, 
though the Association finds 
that the girls do not approve of 
the boys learning to cook. 

The gambling figures are as- 
tonishing and reveal a definite 
facet of modern life. Nearly 50 
percent indulge in some form of 
gambling. One in five is in foot- 
ball pools. Seventeen in every 
100 play cards for money, and 
11 percent have a flutter on the 
horses. 

Politics holds less interest for 
teenage boys than any other ar- 
tivity. They have, thanks to 


broader education, and perhaps 
the war and subsequent travel 
abroad, a definite and growing 
interest in civics and govern- 
mental problems, but the major- 
ity do not join or work for any 
definite political party.

A WRITER’S NOTEBOOK, by W. Somerset Maugham; 
Doubleday; $4. 


“I am an old man...I have said my say... now 
silence becomes me,” Maugham remarks, in no bitter 
or regretful tone, but factually, in the preface to this 
book, and so we may take these 365 pages as a valedictory. 
It’s a worthy one, disarmingly honest and characteristic, 
and contains some of the finest short stories, or short shorts, 


or sketches for them, that this master craftsman has written. 


The first entries were made in 
1892, and the most recent, since 
the war. The range in subject 
matter is as extensive as the 
span of years: God, woman, 
America, Russia, literature. 
work, play, the alphabet... 
which Maugham has never 
memorized. 

“IT can imagine no more com- 
fortable frame of mind for the 
conduct of life than a humorous 
resignation,” he wrote 45 years 
ago. That attitude has been a 
part of his larger urbanity and 
sophistication, his concern with 
literary know-how. This profes- 
sional point of view is re-en- 
forced by a reflection dating 
from 15 years later: “Prosperity, 
success, happiness have made 
me a better man.” In other 
words, he is no sour-searcher, no 
crusader, and unlikely ever to 
be caught in the last ditch in 
any battle. 


But he offers it for the special 
benefit of “the technique of liter- 
ary production.” When he says 
that “what interests me seems to 
interest a great many other peo- 
ple,” he hits precisely on his 
position in letters, which he 
owes in part to a community of 
spirit with a large, intelligent, 
worldly, but somehow unven- 
turesome, segment of the read- 
ing -public. 

The excellencies in this vol- 
ume lie in the vignettes of real 
people fitted into fictional plots. 
There are for instance the notes 
from which he got a character 
in “Cakes and Ale”, for the hus- 
band and wife in “The Colone)’s 
Lady”, for “Rain” and “Before 
the Party”; and also vivid 
sketches of World War I hos- 
pitals, of the peasant in India, 
and of the guillotine and other 
curiosa. —W. G. ROGERS

You may not know the dif- 
ference between a carburetor 
and ae differential, but the 
chances are nine in 10 that you 
can get more miles per gallon 
with the family car—if you 
want to. 

Three factors have more to 
do with gasoline consumption 
than anythmg else: (a) The 
speed at which you drive, (b) 
Mechanical condition of your 
car, (c) Your personal driving 
habits. 

Excessive speed is a prodi- 
gious gasoline waster. Our Shell 
Oil engineers say that at 30 
miles per hour you use 6 per- 
cent more gasoline than at 20, at 
40 mph you use 14 percent more, 
at 50 about 25 percent, and at 
60 mph the percentage jumps to 
33 percent more.

The Foot's in Football 


LEGION FIELD, BIRMINGHAM — Despite 
considerable evidence to the contrary, there is 
still a lot of foot in the game of football. That 
was proven here yesterday when a combination. 

. of great punting on the part of Butch Avinger 
: 7 and some ordinary kicking by Georgia Tech 
was an important factor in the Tide’s victory over the Jackets. 

Avinger, a left-footed kicker, average 45.2 yards on five tries. 
But that isn’t the entire story. There was considerable wind blow- 
ing in his face on three of these efforts and he came through 
magnificently. 

In the second quarter, Tech had Alabama pretty well 
backed up te its goal line when Avinger, with the wind this 
time, calmly got his team out from behind the eight ball 
with a 71-yard effort which rolled out of bounds on the Tech 
eight. This tied an Alabama record for the longest punt, 
Harry Gilmer having kicked one the same distance against 
LSU in 1946. But that is only the start of the story. 


Big Factor With the wind in his face, Avinger kicked out 
from behind his goal line once, a 5l-yard effort. 
Still another traveled 47 yards to get the Tide out of a tight spot. 

In comparison to this, the T punters were having 
their troubles. Bubber Sykes kicked once for only 16 yards 
and it cost the Jackets a lot of their remaining strength to 
halt the drive which follewed. 

They didn’t stop the next one, which came after Powell Shef- 
fer’s punt went only 19 yards out of bounds on the Tech 35. Ala- 
bama scored its second touchdown from there. 

Bobby Dodd, the Tech coach, admitted all this after the game. 

“The kicking was a great factor” he said, “both Alabama's 
good punting and our poor efforts. Alabama was a better team. 
than Tech today and deserved to win.” 

Coach Red Drew. of the Tide, who said he was “tre- 
mendously proud’ ‘of the play of his eleven, agreed with 
Dodd that punting was an portant factor in the outcome. 
Drew praised the performances of Brown, Holdnak, Mizarany 
and Steiner. “Tech has a fine team,” the Crimson mentor 


added. 
Mr. Bear Bryant, Fordyce, Arkansas’s most fa- 
Bear F acts mous citizen, has developed a rather unique idea 
gaa football injuries and somehow I am inclined to agree 
with it. 
Bryant and his Kentucky football team paused in Atlanta Fri- 
day en route for their game with Florida at Tampa. 
From force of habit and merely by way of opening conversa- 
tion, I asked Bryant about the physical condition of his team. 
“We've got about four boys hurt,” he said, “but I’m not 
saying anything about it. What’s the use? You've still got 
to play the game and I’ve come to the conclusion talking 
about injuries merely tends to make heroes of those kids and 
detract from the boys who are doing the work.” 


In other words, Mr. Bryant doesn’t believe in an injured boy 
taking up all the neWspaper space rather than the one who will 
actually play. 

“They get well quicker, too, if you don’t glamorize their in- 
juries,” he grunted in conclusion. 


Dodd Agrees te gaa Dodd is inclined to agree with 
“T see no sense crying about injuries,” he said, as the Tech 
football train twisted its way through slag hills and smoke towards 
the magic city. “Of course, I think they should be published as a 
mattér of news so the fans will realize why you might not be 
playing a boy. 
“But as to playing injuries up, I'm against it.” 

It will really be a great day for football if and when all 
coaches adopt the same attitude. But what will the sports 
pages look like without those headlines, “Willie Winchester | 
has sprained finger; tost for Triphammer game; he was 90 
percent of our offense.”” moans Coach Joe Blow. 

Come to think of it, Dodd and Bryant should be ashamed of 
themselves for ever suggesting we might get along without such 


gems of literature.

MIDSUMMER NIGHT’S DREAM was 
A composed in 1595, or approximately at 
that date. At the beginning of the play 
Theseus says he will be married to Hippolyta 
with the coming of the new moon, and Hip- 
polyta replies he has only four days and nights 
to wait. Everything that happens in the de- 
lightful fairy story is supposed to occur, there- 
fore, in this short time. 

The plot can be described as three varia- 
tions on a love story-—-or rather, variations 
of what is typical of all love stories. Two 
sets of lovers are brought before Theseus, as 
ruler and chief magistrate of Athens. 

Demetrius has been in love with Helena, 
but tow he wants Hermia instead. Hermia 
and Lysander are in love with each other, 
Egeus, the father of Hermia, prefers Deme- 
trius as a son-in-law, and asks Theseus to 
compel his daughter to marry the man she 
doesn’t want. 

A group of workmen, Quince the carpen- 
ter, Snug the joiner, Bottom the weaver, Flute 
the bellows-mender, Snout the tinker, and 
Starveling the tailor plan a theatrical enter- 
tainment for the royal bride and groom. 

They know nothing about plays and they 
cannot act, but they wish to put on the trag- 
edy of Pyramus and Thisbe. Shakespeare takes 
the story from Ovid's Metamorphoses. 

Pyramus and Thisbe were two ancient 
lovers who had a tryst at night in the forest, 
and became separated for a few moments. 
Thisbe was pursued by a lioness which had 
just been devouring some cattle. In her flight 
Thisbe dropped her cloak, which the Honess

Thisbe. confident that the lioness must 
have disappeared, returned, found Pyramus 
dying, and used his sword to put an end 
to herself.

The story of Oberon and Ti ania Shakes- 
peare took from a French medieval romance, 
Huon of Bordeaux, which Lord Berners:-trans- 
lated in 1534. The sources of the story, how- 
ever, do not supply the charm of -Midsummer 
Night’s Dream. Shakespeare filled the play 
with his own extraordinary humor and en- 
riched it by his peculiar gift for using hu- 
morous or trivial material to provoke thoughi. 

Nothing could be more fanciful, less bur- 
dened with philosophy, than this play, vet it 
contains some of Shakespeare's wisest and 
most cherished observations about his art— 
the poet’s art, the playwright’s art. and the

the essence of all art.

are disturbed because there is a dangerous 
wild beast in the story. Having no imagina- 
tion, they forget the lion which tore Thisbe’s 
cloak does not exist outside of the legend. 

One of the men suggests, and the others 
agree, that they should write a stage direc- 
tion explaining that the lion is not real. Other- 
wise the ladies in the audience may be fright- 
ened. “A lion among ladies is a fearful thing.” 

When at last the entertainment is pre- 
sented before Theseus and Hippolyta, the 
stage lion comes in with the words—

HE was a pretty blond usherette in a Kansas 

S City theatre. He was a gangling, freckle- 

faced redhead, billed as the youngest comic 

in burlesque, but on this occasion he was just 

filling in at a neighborhood theatre for an actor 
who didn’t appear. 

Red (Richard) Skelton, the 17-year-old gag- 
man, hoped he’d be funny. Edna Stilwell, the 
usherette, thought he was.» 

This boy from Vincennes, Ind., whose earliest 
aspiration to become a lion tamer had been side- 
tracked when he joined a medicine show at the 
age of 10, aroused in Edna an admiration that 
led to romance and then to marriage. 

Red was still 17 and Edna 15 when she be- 
came Mrs. Skelton. Teamed with her husband, 
Edna played stooge to Red’s funnyman act but 


there were lean years when they frequently . 


struggled for laughs on empty stomachs. A five- 
dollar-a-week tenement often seemed like a 
luxurious home. ; 

It_ never was Edna's ambition to be an actress. 
Her sole aim was to put Red on top of the heap 
in show business. Red, wko like his circus- 
clown father believed that laughter would cure 
all human ills, wasn’t a man to be pinned down 
by details, so Edna took on that chore. 

When success began to come his way she 
was the brain behind the act. She was advisor, 
script writer and business manager-—and by 
her own admission sometimes acted as a “whip- 
ping boy” for temperamental outbursts. 

“It’s a better for him to blow off steam at 
me than at the sponsors,’’ she explained. 

Red had shot to stardom on the screen and 
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a top Hooper rating in radio when his home- 
life and Edna’s became troubled, then stormy 
and finally ended in divorce early in 1944. 

“I can't imagine myself ever being married 
to anyone but Red,’ Edna told friends. She 
continued to de his manager, and on at least 
one occasion became his protector.

Soon after this Edna decided to make a 
clean break from her ex-husband and, resigning 
as his manager, she went to New York and a 
new freedom which she discovered she didn't 
like. Edna never had learned to play. ‘she'd been 
too busy building laughs for Red. Going to 
Manhattan was no escape from his radio 
shows. She listened and fretted. He struggled 
for the right effect with his gags, didn’t always 
make it, and missed the woman who understood 
him so well. 

When Red wired to Edna to come back as 
his manager, she returned to Hollywood and

remark, “Edna and I have brought- each other 
up since we were pups.” 

While she was away, however, Edna had 
begun to think of herself as a Woman instead 
of a career-building machine. She went to one 
of Hollywood’s leading designers and replaced 
her trim little suits with a glamorous. wardrobe. 

Red’’s only remark as-she stood in the office 
doorway in one. of-her new outfits evas: 

“Sister, with those broad shoulders you’d 
better come in sideways.” 

Other men noticed, however, that Edna had 
blossomed into an unusually attractive woman. 
Among them was Frank Borzage, the motion 
picture director. ' 

He started sefiding her roses every day, ac- 
companied by tender messages. He demonstrated 
how different his personality was from that of 
the helter-skelter. Red. He built Edna Skelton 
up as a persqn to be admired and cherished. 

This was new to the girl whose whole Hfe 
had been devoted to building up someone else. 
She married Frank Borzage but still kept her 
job of handling Red. 

In the meantime Skelton fiad been engaged 
to model Muriel Morris, the engagement had 
been broken and he had tried to convince Edna 
that she should remarry him. Later, while he 
was a private in the army, he married film star- 
let Georgia Davis and became father of two 
children.

OUIS APPLEBAUM’S — eyes

Rice suggested getting the ad- 
vice of a lawyer, and the two visijed 
an attorney together. 

The attorney suggested he get 
in touch with Robert C, LaBorde, an 
expert Wire-tapper. For a_ price, 
Laborde agreed to get divorce evi- 
dence by wire-tap. 

Not long after that, Applebaum 
vot his wife out of their Brooklyn 
home for a visit to New York. As 
soon as they left, Rice, LaBorde and 
Liborde’s brother, John, went to 
ine AXDplebaum home.- They told 
the downstairs tenant they were 
vyoing to install a gadget on the oil 
burner, but actually put in a ma- 
chine which would record everything 
said over the telephone. 

After that, every day, a La- 
Borde representative would go to 
the house, take off the tape of re- 
corded conversations, and put on a 
new one. Applebaum would listen 
to the conversations in LaBorde’s 
otlice,. 

The Applebaums had _ unlimited 
service they could make as manv 
calls as they wanted without extra 
charge. Therefore Mrs. Applebaum 
Was venerous with her telephone, 
and many of her friends used it. 
There was quite a lot of talk on the 
tape. 

When he thought he had evi- 
dence of his wife's iutidelitv, Apple- 
hvurrmy sued for divorce in tne ew 
York Supreme Court. Justice Wil- 
liam T. Powers heard the case. The 
jury voted nine to three in favor of 
a ¢iverce, but, according to New 
York law, the vote of 10 jurors Is

Alihough Justice Powers had 
ound the wire-tap evidence admissi- 
bie in this divorce suit, he suspected 
‘i? legatitv of the method by which 
ii Was obtained.

AsSistant District Attorney Julius 
tfelfand was assigned to investigate 
tho case, with his special assistant, 
Wiliam = Daiiut. It soon became 
more than just a routine investiga- 
tion. As he dug into the case, he 
hevan to realize just how serious 
ai) invasion of privacy wire-tapping 
can be, 

“In 1959," Mr. Helfand said, ‘“‘the 
people of this state ratified an 
amendment to the constitution which 
says that the people have a right 
to be secure against the unreason- 
able interception of telephone and 
telegraph communications. As I got 
deeper inio this case, I began to see 
why this right is so important. 

“The Anplebaums have two chil- 
fren, a boy, 15, and a girl, 15. They 
vsed the phone. More than that, 
veonle called in frequently, Innocent 
peovle like vou and me. 

“Now, thanks to this recording 
machine, everything anyone said 
over that telephone, incoming or out- 
“oing, was recorded, to be replayed 
by people trying to get divorce evi- 
agence against one person.

exchanged vows, “‘that young Stanley is destined 
to become one of the-richest men in the world. 
They sav he is a genius at organizing.” 

“All of his millions won't turn Katherine's 
lovely head,” his wife spoke up. “She'd still be 
in love with him if he didn’t have a penny. And 
he feels the same way 
about her. When they said 
‘Till death us do part’ they 
meant it.” 

They-- Katherine and 
Stanley—did mean it. 
Death paried them, finally, 
43 vears later, but no hing 
else in this. wocld could 
do it. 

Theirs was a married 
life that survi ed inp cr er- 
abie court bat'':: and sep- 
arations thai occurred 
Without the cons clous 
knowledge of ore o: the 
parties to the contract; 
theirs was a unien that 
saw tragedy move onto the stage almost imme- 
diately, and stay there in the spotlight «ile a 
loval wife fought desperaicly and ceaselessly to 
drive it into the wings. 

Stanley McCormick sounded the keynote of 
the romance when he wrote his will, while still 
om his honeymoon in Switzerland. At his beck 
and call he had attorneys, secretaries and their 
assistants but the young multimillionaire chose 
to use his own per and his own penmanship to 
indite, on a piece of hotel stationery: 


id LEAVE all my worldly goods to my dearly 
beloved wife, Katherine Dexter McCormick.” 

It seemed unimportant at the time, because 
Stanley MeCermick was young. just 29° years 
old. Tle was a better than average athlete and an 
excellent tenuis plaver. He had been graduated 
cum laude from Princeton and already had been 
earmarked as a yvreat organizer, a man who 
would continue to build up the gigantic Inter- 
national Harvester Company. 

His prospects called for a long, brilliant and 
near career, But it was entirely possible 

hat he had a premonition of what wes to come 
when he per ned the note that, u'tim: Liely. would 
consign millions of dollars to his bride, who was 
destined to become more of a protectress than 
a wife. | 

Staniey MeCormick’s will was written and 
dated Sept. 15, 1904, and witnessed in ‘‘eveva; 
a gesture probably laughed at by the inierested 
parties at bee time. 

[n a atter of months, it assumed the 
prophetic raises ‘e often att. ached ' o last wills 
and testaments Stanley SicCormick, the athlete 
and the brilliant organizer, was strickea wish a 
malady which was difficult to diagnose. In col- 
lege and in his father’s company he had over- 
worked himself. 

The breakdown came ip 1996 and he entered 
a nursing home in Massachusetts.

Concerning Stanley’s own expenditures, it was 
explained, they hod amounted to an approximate 
$750,000 in the year 1934.

And chese vouchers must, of necese.ty, be 
included in the annual budget which sto 2e:ned 
to estimate.

When cespondency was heavy upon her- ~when 
the hope that she had held for decades seemed a 
flame that might be extinguished any mo:nent. 
But Katherine McCormick, in the full beauty of 
her womanhood, never swerved from her orniy 
aim: te Dave her Stanley's health restovced, 

The figiits with his brother and [ts sister 
vere thimys that she could bear, and she did so 
willingly, even aggressively, when the tssues in- 
volving him were clear cut. She thouvat sie 
Was ruht in every treatment she insiste! ttpon, 
It turned out neither side was right. 

There was no help, no complete res oratiou. 

Stanley died at the age of 72 on Jan. 19, 1947, 
at Riven Pock, leaving an estate worth $33,195,- 
179. After tremendous deductions by the federal 
government and the state, it all went to her. 
There was that last will and testament, writter 
on the honeymoon, in which he declared his in- 
tentions and his resolves where his Katherine 
was concerned. 

His Katherine, after his death, continued to 
live near Riven Rock.

fer family doctor diagnosed her trouble as 
‘thus’ and upon herc recovery four days later 
~-he returned to school, although she still felt 
tired and had no appetite. 

Fifteen days after her ‘flu’ attack, she wen 
out on a windy, damp day. She took part in e 
hich school speaking contest which kept ner on 
her feet morning and afternoon. She went home 
with an aching body and tired feet. 

The next day her heels were red and tender. 
hot and swollen. Her tingers, wrists, elbows and 
knees were sore and painful. She had fever. 

Her family doctor, suspecting she had rheu- 
matic fever, treated her with sulfonamides and 
salicylates, but she was not relieved. So on the 
third day of this onset he sent her to the Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, ‘Minn., only a few miles away. 

There Dr, Philip S. Hench, world renowned 
specialist in rheumatic diseases, and his col- 
leagues, made a thorough examination and con- 
firmed the family physician’s diagnosis—-the girl 
wag, suffering from that scourge of childhood, 
Hetinatic fever. 

Salicylates and codeine were administered. 
but without relief, and about 48 hours after her 
admission to the Mayo hospital a new and ex- 
perimental treatment was begun for her. 

Dr. Hench and his associates began to give 
her injections of Cortisone, the hormone of the 
cortical, or outer, part of the adrenal gland, also 
known as “Compound EF.” 

As the result of two days of the hormone 
treatment the girl improved astoundingly. On 
the third day her heart action was practically 
normal, and the fever was gone. Most welcome to 
her was the disappearance of pain, soreness and 
ache in joints and muscles. She was so well on 
the fourth day, April 1, that she wanted to get 
up) and move around, but the doctors insisted on 
her remaining in bed. 

The use of Cortisone was continued, al- 
though in smaller doses, until May 4, when all 
tieatment was stopped. The girl has remained 
completely well, without recurrence of any de- 
iectable symptom of rheumatic fever and its 
accompanying troubles. 

This revolutionary treatment, however, is 
a restricted research project for the control of 
arthritis and related rheumatic ailments, because 
the available amount of Cortisone is extremely 
small at present. It was fully described in this 
magazine of May 29, 1949. The experimental use 
of it has already shed very important light on 
rheumatic fever, as well as on arthritis. 

Cortisone is rare and costly because, it Is, as 
yet, a by-product of slaughter-houses; prepared

from adrenal glands or a bile acid of cattle. 
But scientists have found that certain plants 
naturally produce substances from which Corti- 
sone could be made more easily and abundantly. 

From the seeds of a plant, Strophanthus 
sarmentosus, growing in Africa, India and other 
tropical regions, and from Mexican yams (dio- 
scoreas) Which grow in this country, too, Sapo- 
venins or soupy chemicals have been obtained; 
trom these sapogenins chemists expect to pro- 
duce Cortisone in abundance. 

It seems, more than ever before, that rheu- 
matic fever occurs in a child or an adult whose 
chemical and other conditions of the body favor 
the disease. The body probably becomes un- 
stable, like dynamite ready to explode. The 
fuse might be lighted by some germs, with or 
without the adverse effects of cold and damp- 
ness, poor nourishment and fatigue. Infection 
itself might cause those changes which prepare 
the person for a rheumatic fever attack, in case 
of a second infection. 

The kind of germs which are particularly ac- 
tive in rheumatic fever are the “streps’--the 
hemolytic (red cells destroying) streptococer’s

germs--which commonly cause sore throat, 
scarlet fever, ear infection, tonsilitis, erysipelas 
and other contagious diseases. After outbreaks 
of these diseases, mostly in winter and spring, 
rheumatic fever increases. 

Drs. George E. Murphy and Homer F. Swift, 
of the Rockefeller Institute, recently produced 
rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart disease in 
rabbits. They inoculated strep germs in the 
animals. The first infection did not cause rheu- 
matic fever; but succeeding infections produced 
symptoms resembling closely those of the sick 
child or adult. These experiments strongly sug- 
gest that people should guard themselves from 
sore throat and similar epidemics. 

Penicillin and sulfa drugs, which destroy the 
strep germs, are used even more to prevent 
then to relieve acute rheumatic fever. But the 
rvost important practical and essential treat-

ment is complete bed rest for the patient. 
So unstable is the body of such a patient 

that any infection or the adverse effects of cold, 

damp or other unfavorable condition can bring 


on a severe attack. It seems that Cortisone 


renders the body less ugstable, more resistant 
to the disturbance that results in rheumatic 
fever. 

The greatest danger ,from rheumatic fever, 
in children between the ages of five and 15 
particularly, is that rheumatic heart develops; 
that is the tissues of the heart, often of the 
valves, become scarred. More than 90’ per cent 
of deaths from heart trouble in youngsters are 
due to rheumatic heart; and 40 per cent of all 
heart cases are of rheumatic origin. 

Only a competent physician can diagnose 
whethef a child suffers from rheumatic fever 
or some other malady. Parents should lose no 
time in having the correct diagnosis made, and 
suitable treatment started, in a sick child.

HEN Eugene F. Kenney was 23 years 
W -xi2 and making $265 a month, he mar- 
ried a kindergarten teacher. 

When he was 39 years old he was assistant 
treasurer of one of the great oil companies 
at $13,500 a year. He was halfway along the 
retirement-on-pension track and had good pros- 
pects of being moved on up to the top brackets. 

In his job, however, Kenney was in a position 
to make some disturbing observations. He han- 
dled the top-bracket payrolls, and he was fre- 
quently surprised to get a telephone call from 
some five-figure executive asking whether his 
paycheck would clear the bank on a Friday, 
or not until the following Monday. 

He had set up his company’s pension 
system and had noticed that to many 
a $50,000 a year man, retiring on an 
$8,000 pension presented severe prob- 
lems. Accustomed for years to a lav- 
ish scale of living, they found it very 
difficult to adjust themselves to a 
a simpler way of life on what, to them, 
was a woefully inadequate income. 

Kenney had what many men would 
give a lifetime, for,’a comparatively 
high salary and every opportunity 
for a higher one, with security, re- 
sponsibility, and prestige: He also 


t" 
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had his wife and four children to support. 

Then someone offered to sell him a small, 
run-down hotel in Bernardsville, N. J. Kenney 
knew nothing about the complicated hotel busi- 
ness, and to buy it would mean selling every- 
thing he owned, borrowing on his insurance, 
cashing in his company annuities, and quitting 
his job. If some miracle occurred, he figured, 
he might make as much as $4,000 a year. 

Few people would give the proposition a 
thought, but Kenney did. 

On one hand, he figured, was a ladder to 
make more money, plus a clear indication that 
the more he’d make, the more he’d spend. On 
the other hand was a stairway leading down 
to a lower income, plus the opportunity to meet 
an interesting challenge and have fun. 

In the job he had he enjoyed what.is known 
as security. But security, he felt, stifled one’s 
enjoyment of life. 

He and his wife talked it over and decided 
to go into business together. So he chucked his 
job and bought the hotel. He borrowed money 
to remodel the place and increased the staff.

Recently when he looked over his five-year 
record, he found himself much more prosperous 
than he had expected to be. 

Monthly gross receipts had jumped from 
$4,000-odd to well over $20,000. In the hotel 
slump of last summer, estimated by many hotel 
men to have cut profits by as much as 60 per 
cent, Bernard's Inn in little Bernardsville, N. J., 
was doing 20 per cent over its biggest previous 
mark. 

“I learned a lot in those five years,’’ Kenney 
said recently. ‘“‘When the dishwashing machine 
broke down during the middle of the biggest 
rush we ever had, I found out that the most 
important man in my hotel was the dishwasher. 
I may have been the owner, but I helped him. 
I was very proud when the bartender showed 
me how to mix drinks, _and I could fill in during 
the cocktail rush. When the bathtub over- 
flowed in a guest’s room, because the water 
wouldn’t turn off, I was right there with a 
wrench.”’ 

During those years, 
big help to him. 

One Sunday the dining room was low on 
desserts.

Recently, 
however, having met ‘and 
mastered the challenge of a 
new enterprise, he has be- 
gun to feel faint stirrings 
of the desire for things that 
money buys. 

“What I really want,” 
he said, “is not to make a 
lot of money, but to live in 
happiness on a very little 
amount of money. It’s some- 
thing you have to work at 
pretty hard, I guess.” 

The man who had ar- 
ranged pension plans for a 
big company said he had 
come to believe that em- 
ploye relations covered a 
great deal more than a pen- > 
sion. 

“I had already come to 
the conclusion that pension 
plans took away the stimu- 
lus for the individual work- 
er to better himself, but I 
didn’t have any substitute,” 


Kenney _ said. ‘Here at 


Bernard Inn I found it. The dignity of the indi- 


vidual, the importance of the man on the job 
and the appreciation of that dignity and im- 
portance by the employer, all that is a lot more 
important to happiness than a few dollars a

Before the Law Shut Her Up, the Soft-Spoken Woman 
Had Talked Her Victims Out of $2,000,000 


spector Howard Tupper of the Alameda County 
District Attorney's office estimated that she 
talked her way into between two and three 
million dollars. 

In Oakland, Calif., she talked a customer into 
giving her two $1,000 checks on his Los Angeles 
bank. She promised not to cash them until the 
lumber he had ordered was delivered. 

When Mrs. Carter failed to keep a dinner 
date with him that night, the customer wired 
his bank to stop payment. His hunch was right; 
she had flown there, and showed up bright and 
early the next day at the bank. 

After watching the teller stamp the first 
check “Stop Payment,"’ she calmly pocketed the 
second check and left. She flew back to Oak- 
land, presented the second check at a small bank 
which could not know of the stop-payment order, 
and received $1,000. 

In another deal, James Ganley gave her a 
$3,625 check. Upon presenting it at his bank 
for payment she learned his account showed 
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only $3,000. So she deposited $625 in cash to 
his account. 

She then handed the $3,625 check to the 
same teller and withdrew the full amount. 

She numbered astute businessmen among 
her victims. Her opening gambit, “You're just 
the man I need to fit into my activities,’ seemed 
to work on the most cautious of individuals. 

They would check her record with credit 
rating organizations—but those firms had never 
heard of her. She would dismiss that airily. “I 
always deal in cash,” she'd say. “Why should I 
have a credit reference?” 

At any rate, by that time she would have 
won the complete confidence of the victim by 
Sales talk. 

That happened to Benjamin Kopf. an Ala- 
meda contractor. 

He dropped an estimated $100,000, and not 
all at once, either. Mrs. Carter robbed him on

four different deals. 

In 1932 she was convicted in Los 
Angeles on charges of grand theft. It 
took the sheriff two years to get her 
into court for sentencing to a 25-year 
prison term. Then she did only two 
years before being paroled. Later she 
received a full pardon. 

In September of last year the law 
Caught up with her again. Convicted 
on charges of gramd theft, she was able to 
raise $25,000 in bail by talking a_bail-bond 
broker into giving her a partnership in his busi- 
ness. Again the sheriff had to come and get 
her for sentencing. She was released pending 
appeal, but, months later, still had not filed 
one. 

Then the Alameda County District Attorney's 
office brought her to trial. She was convicted 
recently on four charges of grand theft, involv- 
ing the ‘Sutton lumber mill affair, the $625 
bank deposit, and her dealings with Kopf. This 
time she was held without bail, although she 
protested vigorously that she should be released 
in order to fill a $12,000,000 lumber order from 
the Malay States. 

While she was awaiting sentence, jailers were 
under orders to talk to her as little as possible. 
Said a representative of the district attorney's 
office: : 

‘We're afraid she might talk them into giving 
her a part interest in the jail.”

EVEN-year-old -Alan I, Williamson used to 
S think his black cocker spaniel, Veter, was 

the best dog in the world. So, it was no 
wonder, one tragic afternoon when Peter dis- 
appeared, that the little boy went looking for 
him. 

He searched the house, in Belmont, Mass. 
Hie searched the garden. He knew Peter couldn’t 
be far away, although perhaps in a most un- 
likely spot. That idea of Peter being in an 
unlikely spot was what led to the tragedy. 

A neighbor, later, noticed the fireplace in 
the Williamson garden. Inside, through the fire- 
place openings, little Alan’s hands and feet were 
visible. . 

The police and the medica] examiner came, 
and they concluded that the child had climbed 
into the fireplace chimney, intending to lower 
himself and emerge at the frents He had slipped 
down until he had become wedged with his 
nose jammed against the inside wall. There he 
had suffeeated ---never knowing that Peter the 
spaniel had been happily wandering around the 
neighborhood, and would return at dusk. 

The little boy was one of the 14,000 children 
between infancy and 15 years old who die by 
accident in this country each year. Accidents 
kill as many children, up to 15, as the seven 
most important non-accidental causes 6f death 
combined. 

Many of these accidents could be avoided. 
Many are freak accidents that may not be re- 
peated but stand in themselves as warnings 


against youngsters’ carelessness or parents’ mis- . 


understanding. 
In the last year, one out of every seven 
accidental deaths in the United States was that 
of a child under 15. Of the nearly 10,000 
pedestrians who were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents, almost 2,000 were children under 15. 
Of all the deaths of children and teen-agers up 
to 19, almost a third are the result of accidents. 
Motor vehicle mishaps are the principal 
cause of accidental death among teen-agers, with 
drowning, burns and falls next in order. Suffo- 
cation causes two-thirds of the accidental deaths 
of children less than a year old. 
Death from these blows of chance 7 
are so common that they lose wet 
public interest; the more unusual wt 
accidents stand out. 
Eleven-year-old James Sabel- 
la, of Somerville, Mass., for exam- 
ple, was playing in the dot of the 
automobile repair shop where his 
uncle worked. There, police said 
later, he apparently began to 
swing on a rope above a revolv- 
ing power shaft. The rope became 
entangled. The boy was pulled ae 


to his death. a 
In Dedham, Mass., three-year- «& 


old Dedina Proctus came to al-° : 
most as violent an end, but the ; 
alertness of her father saved her. 
Her mother, who had been bath- ' 
ing her in the kitchen of their \ 
home, left for a moment to take 
in some clothes from a line out- 
side. Dedina reached up and 
touched an electric cord from a 
fan. Be 
There was a flash. The child 
screamed and fell senseless. Her 
father caught her up and stretched 
hér on the floor. For 20 minutes 
he applied artificial respiration 
before she showed a sign of re- 
turning life. Then firemen and po- 
lice arrived and took her to a hos- 
pital, where she recovered. 
Sometimes, by a freak of cir- 
cumstances, a child escapes harm 
himself yet unintentionally brings 
disaster to others. That was what 
seven-vear-old Teddy Moreno, in 
San Francisco, did.

Besides .the fatal accidents which take so 
dreadful a toll of child life, there are countless 
others involving injuries, some of them stranve 
accidents, indeed. 

There is the case of the 250-pound orna- 
mental flower urn which stood at the entrance 
of a big apartment house in New York.  Six- 
year-old Patricia Janazzo was playing near by 
with other children. 

The urn began to move. It toppled and fell. 
Patricia was pinned beneath it. She was released 
and rushed to’ a hospital. 

In a single week's report by tne Red Cross in 
the New York District this past summer, it was 
disclosed that an 18-month-old girl climbed into 
a bathtub and turned on the hot water, resulting 
in fatal burns; three other children died after 
drinking kerosene, rubbing solution and cleaning 
fluid; and a three-year-old stuck a nail into his 
left foot after having done the same thing with 
his right foot only the week before. 

No one can do anything about unavoidable 
accidents, the National Safety Council points 
out, but it adds that everyone can help‘ save 
children from being killed by carelessness and 
stupidity.

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MYSTERIOUS BEQUEST 


His Son's Fight to Win His Fortune in Order to 
Give It Away to Science Finally Succeeded 
Despite the Enigma of the Missing Letters

HEN aging William C. Peyton, wealthy 
New York City industrialist, drew up 


his will, he apparently had in= mind 
certain definite ideas as to what he wanted done 
with his money. 

He made a serious error, however an error 
that should serve as a warning to everyone plan- 
ning to make a will. 

He failed to state in his testament, concisely 
and clearly, just what his wishes were, 

Consequently, in addition to SS800.000) (since 
grown to $1.600.000) he lett a mystery that ha 
defied solution and provoked a Jeyal batdle thi. 


lasted 13 years and was'only settled recently by 
compromise. 

In his will, Peyton cut off his son, Bernard, 
without a cent—and that seemed fair and proper 
to both father and son. 

Bernard was already wealthy—so it wasn’t 
the fact that he was left out of the will that 
brought about the long and costly litigation. 

If the elder Peyton, who died in 1936, had 
definitely directed the disposal of his fortune, his 
possessions probably could have been distributed 
easily...But into the body of the will he dropped 
a Vital paragraph which provoked and kept alive 
the controversy. , 

That paragraph nemed five trustees and in- 
structed them to dispose of the estate. It said: 

“You will find tetters in my home relating to 
certain objects to which I desire my residuary 
estate to benefit. In event you are unable to put 
my wishes into effect, you are to regard the 
estate as your own.” 

That, of course, was clear enough: but where, 
exactly, were the ietters? Bernard Peyton and 
his mother, lawyers and their staffs,- began to 
hunt. They searched the Peyton homes in New 
York City and Greenwich, Conn.; they exam- 
ined the contents of safe deposit boxes. They 
looked over every scrap of everything, every- 
where, that might be the missing documents— 
and the documents remained missing. 


20 Nevember 13, 1919 
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Then the vounger Peyton began his long 
fizht to win possession of the estate. 

“My father Knew I was amply provided for 
under my grandfather’s and mother's wills,”’ he 
said recently in his New York office, where he 
is Vice-president and treasurer of the New York 
Air Brake Company. “It was his desire to leave 
his estate to set up. some kind of scientific 
foundation and I agreed with him. I wanted 
to obtain the estate not for my personal use 
but to put it at work for the purpose I am sure 
my father had in mind.” 

Pernard Peyton's mother was the former 
Anne du Pont and his grandfather was the late 
Eugene du Pont, former president of E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours. 

Presumably, the letters would have explained 
that Peyton wanted a scientific cause to benefit 
from his wealth, his son believes. Since no letters 
could be found, he contended that the trustees 
should turn over the money to him. 

The trustees, former business associates of 
Peyton, took the position that the fortune was 
left to them by their very good friend. 

Meanwhile, Bernard's mother, who was willed 
a life interest in the fortune, died. So did one of 
the trustees. Still Bernard continued battling. 

The case was heard five times by the Con- 
necticut Supreme Court, twice by the Supreme 
Court of Delaware and once by the New York 
State Court of Appeals. 

Last ‘all. when it came up again for hearing 
in Supreme Court in New York City, Justice 
Samuel Null asked all the parties to the contro- 
Vversv to reach a mutual settlement. 

So Bernard Peyton agreed to accept one- 
half: of the fortune. The surviving trustees 
agreed to accept the other half. The compro- 
mise Was approved by the Probate Court in 
Greenwich, where the will was filed for probate. 

Except for the long litigation. the estate 
would have amounted to much more than S81 600.- 
000. It is estimated that $700,000 has been paid 
out In probate. administrative and legal costs. 

Attention was recently directed to the un- 
usual provisions in another will involving a 
large estate 


No Page Was Left Unturned, No Cranny 
Was Ignored in the Search for the Key to 
the Puzzle of the Millionaire's Will. 


When Frank D. Stout, Chicago lumberman, 
died in 1927, he left his widow and _ three 
daughters most of his estate, which a final ac- 
counting set at 315,926,281. 

For his son, Allison B. Stout, the elder Stout 
set up a trust. In his will, he said: 

‘I deem it proper to state why I have omitted 
my son as direct beneficiary and have devised 
and bequeathed a portion of my estate tu 
trustees. 

“I regret to say I have not sufficient confi- 
dence in the prudence and ability of my son to 
manage and take care of said property. My 
desire is to act for his best interests and ulti- 
mate good. My son shall receive such sums 
from the trustees as they see fit to advance from 
time to time and when, upon reaching the age of 


35. he shall have demonstrated his ability, the_ 


principal shall be turned over to him.” 

The son, Allison Stout. was in his 20s then. 
two vears out of Yale and working for an elec- 
tric company in Philadelphia. He had been 
married while still in school. 

This vear. in his 40s. he still didn't have his 
full share of the estate. He was living pleasantly 
in Waban. Mass., receiving a handsome allow- 
ance from trustees. The will directed the 
trustees to act for him for another 10 vears 
after his 35th birthday if he hadn’t proved his 
ability by then. and. if at 45 he hadn't done so. 
to act for him until his death. 

Questioned about the matter at his home, 
Stout declined to discuss it. 

When his mother died last fall on “The 
Island of Happy Days,” the summer home which 
his father had built at Red Cedar Lake in Wis- 
consin, she willed the income from her estate 
to Allison and his three sisters.

HE little brown-haired girl spent her child- 
T hood—so to speak—with her heart in her 

mouth. There were the fall mornings when, 
head bobbing, fear squeezing her throat, she 
would take her father’s champion high jumper 
over the jumps, fear mingling with pride within 
her as her father looked on. 

There were the summers at Lake Placid and 
the winters in Florida when, heart pounding, she'd 
force herself to climb to the top of the diving 
tower, and. holding her breath in terror all the 
way down, dive into the water far beneath. 

All the time, whether at the family home in 
Rye, at the lake or in Miami, there were the 
daredevil, open-cockpit flying boats of the World 
War I period. They, too, were a challenge. 

Ruth Nichols’ father was an ardent sports- 
man. Her mother was an ultra-feminine Quaker. 
Ruth had her mother’s shyness, but there was 
something of her father in her, as well. Fre- 
quently those elements clashed. 

As a reward for graduating from Miss Mas- 
ter’s School at Dobbs Ferry, Ruth was given a 
present. Eddie Stinson, the World War I ace, 
took her for a ride in a plane. The price was 
$60 an hour in those days, 1919. 

When Stinson looped the loop with the 18- 


year-old girl in his baling-wire plane, Ruth — 


wished she had settled for cash. . 

Ruth went to a finishing schoel, but she also 
talked her mother into letting her go to Wellesley 
College to prepare herself for a career. 

Hér mother, however, was opposed to her 
becoming a career girl. After Ruth had been two 
years at college, her mother persuaded her to go 
to Florida for the season, hoping she could be 
induced to take her proper place in society. 

But it didn’t work out that way. In Miami 
she met a pilot who got her interested in learn- 
ing to fly a plane. Iystead of devoting herself 
entirely to social activities, as her mother had 
hoped, she secretly began taking flying leSsons. 

She went back to college, but kept up with 
her surreptitious flying lessons. In 1924, she 
became the first woman in the world to receive 
an international hydroplane license. A year later 
she missed by one month being the first woman 
to receive a flying license in the United States. 

From then on, any hopes her family might 
have had of her becoming a full-time socialite 
were as outmoded as the Wright Brothers’ 


ne. 
In 1931, her big year, she set records for 
women’s altitude flying, for distance, and for

speed. Her transcontinental record, from New 
York to Los Angeles, beat that made by Charles 
Lindbergh six months before. 

Then she set out to fly the Atlantic. 

The strain of getting ready for the flight 
was energy-draining. Finally, she was ready, 
and flew to Newfoundland. Tired from the 
double strain, she came down into the blaring 
light of the setting sun, overshot, and crashed. 

Although her first conscious words were In 
4 wire to her backer, “I'll do it next time,” the 
Atlantic.flight was over. Her back was broken, 
and Amelia Earhart beat her to it. 

Later, when flying as a passenger, she was 


‘in another crash. This one left her, she re- 


marked happily, with a stubby nose. She'd 
alwavs wanted one. There were other mishaps 
in the air, but only when going out after records 
or flying as a passenger. 

“When flying as an individual, not as a 
record-maker,” she commented, “I never put a 
dent in a plane or jarred a passenger. — | 

From record-making, Ruth went into air- 
line work, and became the first woman airline 
pilot.

phases of aviation. Relief Wings, Inc., 
which she helped organize, was com- 
posed of. flying doctors and nurses, using 
planes especially equipped to get into hazard- 
ous spots on emergency errands of mercy. 

Recently, however, she returned to the field 
of records, and became, in August, the first 
woman to act as a pilot on a round-the-world 
flight. Fully qualified by multi-engine ratings, 
she was an extra pilot in addition to the regular 
crew. In her return to record-setting, she also 
returned to the hazardous part of flying. 

The plane, a few hours after she had finished 
a Stint as pilot, crashed into the Irish Sea. Seven 
of the 58 persons aboard were lost. Miss Nichols 
spent hours clutching a life raft in the cold and 
rough waters before being rescued. 

In addition to becoming another first, she 
was traveling for Youth Argosy, an interna- 
tional movement to promote travel between the 
youth of all nations, and as a volunteer special 
correspondent of the United States Committee 
of the United Nations International Children’s 
Emergency Fund. 

“Sixty million children, I found,” Miss 
Nichols said, “‘are in need of milk, food and 
medical equipment. 

“In the Greek civil. war, there was a six- 
year-old boy whose father had been killed and 
his mother beaten before his eyes. This shock 
was added to a life of malnutrition and no medi- 
cal care. He was rehabilitated, brought away 
from the battlegrounds of northern Greece to a 
rest center in the south, and he may, there, 
be brought out of his mental terror and physi- 
cal weakness. There are many other children 
with similar problems in all nations, and they 
inust be helped.” 

So Ruth Nichols, the frightened little 
Quaker girl who took a ride in an airplane to 
prove she wasn’t afraid, has completed the 
cycle. She will continue to fly, but she has 
also come back to the problems of frightened 
and hungry children. |

Observing a miniature of three women on the 
Colonel's table, Davis remarked: 

“It's good to see even a picture of ladies up 
here on the frontier. The one with wavy hair—- 
she Jooks like you, Colonel.” 

“My daughter, Sarah, with her mother and 
sister.”’ 

“I suppose you'll never bring them here?” 

“Not till we get a place fit for them to live,” 
the Colonel replied, and then added: “I hope my 
daughters never marry into the army.” 

For months Lieutenant Davis with a force of 
soldiers was erecting barricades, felling timbers, 
snaking them into the enclosure, putting up 
buildings-.a strangely transformed life for a 
popular vouth of Transylvania University and 
West Point, where he was distinguished for his 
leadership in frolics.

SETTLERS were pouring into the new region, 
and in redbud time of T832 Black Hawk crossed 
the Mississippi, leading his painted warriors, but 
within a few months fa old chief made his last 
stand at the battle of Bad Axe in Wisconsin.

The ensuing v ceks were the happiest in Jef- 
ferson Davis’ life. At Brierfield, he and Sarah 
set about building a rambling one-story frame 
house with a smal] portico in front and two 
semaller porticoes attached to two wings, with 
fireplaces deep enough to roast an ox. 

in those busy days they were clearing and 
draining their land, planting trees, flowers and 
cotton, laving out highways; and not wishing to 
cever themselves from their happiness, they 
lingered on at Brierfield late into the summer. 
They knew the dread malaria laid low the un- 
acclimated, but Sarah wrote her mother, “Do not 
be uneasy about me. the country is healthy.” 

She never, tired of the beauty of the flowers, 
and of the blue cranes in the sloughs which were 
covered with immense blooming lily pads. 

The Davises were late in yoing to Locust 
Grove, the Louisiana home of Mrs. Luther Smith, 
Jefferson's sister, to escape the fever. There 
thev both had chills. Jefierson was so ill they 
dared not tell him of Sarah's condition. 

Only when in her delirium she began singing 
“Faery Bells’ did they permit him to see his 
wife. On Sept. 15 he came to her bedside. Soon 
afterwards, she died -and was buried in his 
sister's plantation burying ground. 

After Sarah's death Davis went to Cuba, and 
later to New York and Washington. 


PRESIDENT MARTIN VAN BUREN invited 
him to the White House to dine. but he was 
indifferent to everything but memory. Returning 
to Brierfield, he could hear only the sound of 
“Faerv Bells,” and see only the flowers that he 
and Sarah had planted. He closed the house and 
went to live with his brother. 

In Joseph's home, Jefferson led a cloistered 
life for eight vears, devoting himself to the study 
of literature, laws, history, the theory of govern- 
ment. Realizing that he was trving to forget his 
grief. Joseph invited to the plantation an at- 
tractive young woman, Miss Varina Howell. All 
the forces surrounding them cooperated to have 
them announce their engagement. 

A vear later. in 1845, when Davis was travel- 
ing by boat to Natchez for his second wecding, 
he met General Zachary Taylor, on his way to 


join the army at New Orleans, on the eve of the 


War with Mexico. All differences were forgotien 
and General Tavior pave Davis his blessing. 

After his marriaye to Varina, Jefferson took 
his bride to place flowers on Sarah's yrave at 
Locust Grove.

NCOURAGED by his brother to enter politics 

Davis was soon in Congress, but his thoughts 
followed General Taylor in Mexico. When the 
Mississippi Rifles named him their Colonel, he 
Jed his regiment through Texas into Mexico.

General TaylorGaid of him, in the official report 
of the battle: 

“Colonel Davis’ distinguished coolness and 
vallantry entitle him to the particular notice of 
the Government.” 

When Davis took leave of the General, old 
tough and Ready said, ““My daughter was a bet- 
ter judge of character than I.”

with balconies of spilling flowers went Jefferson 
Davis. pale ond emiciaied, on crutches. In Jess 
than 60 days the Governor of Mississippi ap- 
pointed him to the United States Senate. 

In 1848 General Zachary Tavlor was chosen 
Prescent of the United States, and Senator Jef- 
ferson Davis as Chairmaii of the Committee of 
Notification waited upon Sarah's father at his 
3aton Rouge plantation to tell him that he wus 
elected President. 

Then came the Civil War-—with all its bitter- 
ness,-suffering and heartbreaks. 

In December, 1889. long after the war was 
over. Jefferson Davis went for the last time to 
Brierfield where he had spent the happiest hours 
of his youth, and there he was seized with an ill- 
ness he could not shake off. Removed to New 
Orleans, he died on Dec. 6. 

Near Locust Grove, in Louisiana, in a little 
tanyvled, shaded cemetery lies Sarah Taylor 
Davis. In recent times the State Park Commis- 
sion cleared away the brush formerly concealing 
the burying ground and built a fence around it.

OR a dozen years now, the so-called 

smart money has been following South 

American race horses. wherever they 
have run in this country. 

Occasionally, # trainer like Horatio 
Luro puts one over at a fancy price. But 
not very often. The figure is always low 
—many times odds-on-—-when Latin-bred 
stars like Talon, Colosal, Miss Grillo and 
Beauchef go to the post. 

They have become as popular here as 
the rhumba. 

Back in the late ’30s they were a nov- 
elty, and the forerunners of this modern 
gold rush to the north were a pair of 
Chilean speedsters that arrived here almost 
unnoticed in 1936. 

These racers, Sahri II and Caballero II, 
were part of a string of four imported by 
Clarence Shockley, one of the first large- 
scale dealers in South American thorough- 
breds. With them came Trainer J. Cuevas 
and Jockey M. Villena. 

While Villena had a few mounts in Flor- 
ida the following winter, the horses re- 
mained unknown and unheard-of till June 
25, 1937, when the shrewd Shockley staged 
a two-ply betting coup that was one of the 
most daring, and profitable, in American 
turf annals. 

New York City’s Aqueduct track was 
the scene of the golden twin killing. 


Sahri II was in the first race, a cheap 


$2,000 claiming affair. The six-year-old 
mare had been a good winner in South 
America, but the bookies and bettors at 
Aqueduct had no way of knowing this. 
There were no previous races or work- 
outs to guide them and the mare’s breed- 
ing—Tagore and Mary Garden—was mean- 


ingless. The only Mary Garden they knew :} 


was an opera singer. As for Tagore, a 
few had heard of him, But he was a poet, 
not a horse. 

The bookies scribbled an automatic 60

But his triumph was not altogether 
complete. Cagey Hirsch Jacobs had claimed 
Caballero II at the meager $4,000 price tag. 

The magnitude of Shockley’s gamble 
in entering these horses in cheap claim- 
ing races was demonstrated later when 
Sahri II and Caballero II ran in other races 
on North American tracks. 

In all, Sahri II ran eight races that

Shockley was jubi- 
lant. He thrust a bundle of bills into a 
friend’s hands and both of them marched 
from book to book. 

In the grandstand, the odds tumbled 
to 30 to 1, finally to 8 to 1. But Shockley 
and his lieutenant had placed large chunks 
at the original price. 

The clubhouse bookies also felt the 
weight of the Sahri II money, but being 
naturally less fearful than the small fry 
over the grandstand, most of them refused 
to drop the price to less than 20 to 1. 

It was a costly piece of bravado. Head- 
ing Home broke on top and set the pace 
most of the way around. But Sahri IT was 
right at his heels and when they turned 
into the stretch: Villena let the mare run. 

She whizzed by the leader as if he were 
standing and won with lengths to spare. 
Afterwards, Shockley collected a small for- 
tune from the crestfallen bookies. 

But he was only half through for the 
day. Caballero II, Villena up, was going 
in the fourth race, a $4,000 claiming event. 

This time the bookies were on guard. 
They didn’t know any more about this 
Shockley unknown than they did about the 
first one. They hadn't even heard of his 
parents, Royal Alarm and the mare Batavia. 

But their opening price was only 5 to 1 
on the South American and they wouldn't 
go higher than 8 to 1. But that was good 
enough for Shockley. 

For a time it appeared as if he had 
overextended his position. Caballero II 
broke last and was still there when the 
half-mile post was reached in the six fur- 
long (three-quarters of a mile) dash. 

But Caballero II, closing with a terrific 
rush, got up in time to earn a dead heat 
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year and won four, including her ee 
now historic June debut at Aque- i — 
duct. Later she won the Larchmont , 
Handicap at Empire City in New 
York; the first running of the Han- 
nah Dustin Handicap at Suffolk 
Downs, near Boston, and finally the 
rich Hawthorne Gold Cup, at Chicago. 

In these races, Shoekley’s $2,000 claimer 
defeated some of the greatest handicap 
stars in training, 

Running for Hirsch Jacobs, Caballero II 
also performed brilliantly. In his second 
North American start, he ran third in a 
graded handicap at Empire City, and then 
won three in a row--a dead heat with 
Thorson in the Briarcliff Handicap, also 
at Empire, and the Mohegan Purse and 
Rensselaer Handicap, both at Saratoga. 

Then the mighty Seabiscuit beat him 
by a mere length in the Massachusetts 
Handicap, at Suffolk, and he was second 
in the Roger Williams Handicap and third 
in the Fall River Handicap, both at Narra- 
gansett, R. I. 

He wound up the year winning the 
Aqueduct Handicap, on the same track 
where he won the $4,000 claiming race for 
Shockley, and running second again to Sea- 
biscuit in the Continental Handicap, at New 
York's Jamaica track. 

Shockley’s gamble paid off handsomely, 
both to himself and also to the bettors, 


large and small, who had laid their 
good dollars on some of the South 


American champions that have run in 
this country. 

For it was Sahri II and Caballero II 
that established for the first time the

OHN CONRAD, of Helena, Mont., was a 

forceful young man. At 36, he was already 

an influence in the ranching, mining and 
political life of the state, and was, in deed, in 
April, 1891, an aspirant for the U. S. Senate. 
Consequently, it came as a distraction to him 
to be called away from his constituency. 

Conrad, however, was a dutiful husband. 
When word was telegraphed that his mother-in- 
law, the widowed Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, of 
Providence, R. I., was dead in Denver — 2,000 
miles from her home — he felt he should accom- 
pany his wife, Mabei, to Colorado. 

The wire arrived on April 19. Neither Con- 
rad nor his wife had any idea that her mother 
was in the West. True, mother and daughter, for 
the past two years, had exchanged few con- 
fidences or letters, but this was understandable 


considering the family controversy over the late. 


Mr. Barnaby’s enormous estate. 

Edward Worrell, Jr., at whose home Mabel’s 
mother had died, signed the telegram. His name 
was familiar, since Mr. and Mrs. Edward Wor- 
rell, Sr., of Chester, Pa., had long been Mrs. 
Barnaby’s friends. The Conrads reached the 
Denver residence of Worrell, Jr., on April 21. 

While Worrell’s wife greeted Mabel Conrad 
solicitously, Worrell drew Conrad into his study. 
Drinks were poured and cigars lighted. The two 
men, bluff and hearty Westerners, took each 
other’s measure and liked what they saw. 

“I'll get right to the point, Conrad,” Worrell 
plunged in. “I think your mother-in-law was 
murdered. Both she and my mother became 
violently ill after drinking some whiskey sent 
Mrs. Barnaby from the East. 

“Apparently my mother drank very little. 
She’s still in bed, but out of danger. The doctors 
I called in have told the coroner they believe 
Mrs. Barnaby died of arsenical poisoning, but 
neither he nor the police are sufficiently con- 
vinced to make a move.” 

Thoroughly shocked. Conrad's first questions 
concerned the whiskey bottle. Worrell told him 
it had come by mail, postmarked Boston, ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Barnaby in care of his brokerage 
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firm, Schermerhorn & Worrell. 

It arrived on April 3 and was held at his 
office until Mrs. Barnaby, who had been travel- 
ing on the Coast with the elder Mrs. Worrell, 
got to Denver on April 8. 

Mrs. Barnaby opened her parcel at Worrell’s 


“desk. The bottle was packed in a wooden box, 


and although the package bore no return address 
and contai..ed no card from the sender, pasted 
on the bottle was a pencilled note: ‘Please ac- 
cept this fine old whiskey from your friends in 
the woods.” 

“Mrs. Barnaby seemed delighted,” Worrell 
went on. “She exclaimed, ‘Why, it must be from 
Mr, and Mrs. Bennett, in the Adirondacks!’ Then 
she brought it here to my house. 

“On Monday a week ago, after she and my 
mother returned from a chilly carriage ride, 
she mixed a hot toddy. 

“My mother took only a sip and told Mrs. 
Barnaby she thought it tasted funny. But Mrs. 
Barnaby laughed and gulped hers down. Minutes 
later, they were both in agony. As for the bottle, 
I have it here, but I'm afraid the box and wrap- 
pings were thrown away.” 


iat coo paused and then continued stiffly: 

“Under the circumstances, I felt it) my 
duty to wire Dr. Graves, in Providence. He re- 
plied he would start for Denver in a day or two.” 

“Dr. Graves?’ Conrad raised an eyebrow, 
“T can’t say I'll be happy to see him, but I must 
admit I wish he'd been here when Mrs, Barnaby 
was stricken. Of all the doctors she ever had, he 
did for her the most good. But it’s too late now.” 

Conrad spent the next half hour at the bed- 
side of the broker's mother. Then he took the 
bottle to Captain James McPartand, superin- 
tendent, of the Denver office of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency. 

McParland, a massive man, observed his 
Visitor closely from behind steel-rimmed glasses, 
and listened intently. Conrad repeated what the 
Worrells had told him, and then said: 

“There's a lot of background which might 
be useful in getting to the bottom of this. My 
father-in-law’s will, for one thing.” 

Jerothumel Barnaby had been a Rhode Island 
merchant, Conrad explained. When he died in 
1889, he left $1,700,000, most of Which went to 
his daughters: Maud, single and now traveling 
in Europe, and Mrs, Conrad. But Barnaby, ap- 
parently convinced that his wife was irrespon- 
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sible regarding money, provided her with no 
lump sum—-only an income of $2,500 a year. 
“Then Dr. Thomas Thatcher Graves stepped 
in,’’ Conrad continued. “Mrs. Barnaby met him 
shortly before. her husband's death, and he 


treated her so successfully for chronic rheuma- 


tism that she came to rely on him in all matters. 
She made him her business agent. 

“He's keen, all right- -was head of his class 
at Harvard--and on his advice, she sued to break 
the will. Mabel and Maud wouldn't go to court 
against their mother, so they settled $150,000 on 
her. Nevertheless, things have since been cool 
between them.” 

As for Mrs. Barnaby’s recent movements, it 
appeared that she spent Christmas with the 
Worrells. Sr., at Chester, Pa. After the New 
Year, the two ladies, by easy stages, traveled 
West. McParland looked up from his notes. 

“This is quite a story,’ he commented. “If 
there’s been murder, then there must be motive. 
Who stands to gain?” 

“Mrs. Barnaby’s heirs, I suppose, but I have 
no idea who they are,’’ Conrad replied. “And 
that’s a funny thing. Mrs. Worrell says that 
while Mrs. Barnaby was in Chester, she ex- 
pressed a desire to change her will, and so Wor- 
rell, Sr., who's still in Chester, took her to a 
local lawyer.” 

“What about these Bennetts, in the Adiron- 
dacks?” asked McParland. 

“They run a hotel at Blue Mountain Lake. 
Mr. and Mrs. Barnaby used to vacation there, 
and I have it from Mrs. Worrell that Mrs. Bar- 
naby spent last summer with them.” 

McParland agreed to tackle the case imme- 
diately. His first move was to send the whiskey 
for analysis to William Headen, Professor of 
Chemistry at the University of Denver. The next 
day, Headen reported that the ‘gift’? contained 
2! arsenite of potassium-—-a deadly poison. 
Then McParland ordered an autopsy. It revealed 
that Mrs. Barnaby’s body contained enough of 
the chemical to kill seven men. 

During this period, too, the Pinkerton agent 
pursued all the Denver aspects of the case, now 
positively : characterized as murder.

with the greatest discretion. Consequently, when 
the problem arose of placing him under Colorado 
jurisdiction, this fact permitted the employment 
of a ruse which circumvented the time-consum- 
ing process of extradition. 

On May 20, Conrad approached Graves con- 
fidentially and told him it was now the opinion 
of the Pinkertons that poison had been igtro- 
duced into the whiskey after it reached Denver. 
He was asked: ‘‘Would you be willing to testify 
before a Grand Jury, so we can get the Wor- 
rells indicted ?”’ 

The doctor fell in with the proposal and left 
for Denver immediately. When he stepped off 
the train. he’ was arrested for the murder of 
Josephine Barnaby. 

In December, he was brought to trial before 
Judge Amos Rising. After proceedings lasting 
four weeks, he was found guilty and sentenced 
to be hanged. On appeal, a higher court ordered 
a new trial because of a technical error in the 
judge’s charge. But on Sept. 3, 1892, before 
Graves could stand a second time before the bar 
of justice, he wrote his own verdict of the case 
by committing suicide. The instrument of his 
death? Arsenite of potassium.

Class. Each girl was given a thor- 
ouch medical examination before the 
class started and frequent check-ups 
while it was in progress.

YOUNGSTER who can 
sympathize with Ray- 
mond is Peter Street of 
Oakville, Canada. By the 


time he was nine, Peter 
had sustained 116 bone 
fractures, and the lad’s 


doctor said it was a mir- 
acle that his cheerful lit- 
tle patient was still alive. 
Like Raymond, Peter’s 
bones are so brittle that 
they snap %at even the 
smallest tumble or spill. 

Mrs. Lawrence Street, 
Peter's mother, has learned 
from long experience how 
to set the lesser breaks be- 
fore the doctor = arrives, 
though she never attempts 
any major jobs. Using or- 
dinary wooden tongue de- 
pressors as_ splints, she 
binds them on with calm 
competence.

They Would Never Have 
Met —Except for a 
Miami Hurricane 


every kind of circumstance on 

earth, but probably the storm- 
iest was that of pretty Peggy Lock- 
wood and 33-year-old Elwood T. Lip- 
jsincott, who married a few weeks 
ago, in the Church of the Little 
Flower in Coral Gables, Fla. 

No “pink tea’’ romance for them, 
with soft lights and muted music 
and polite conversation, though they 
did end up with a carload of orchids. 
Their romance started on a wind and 
rain-battered beach, with the wild 
surf pounding in and the sea and the 
sky one vast roaring wetness. 

It was during the hurricane of 
September, 1948. Lippincott, an air- 
line pilot, had brought his plane down 
in Mfami that afternoon to find the 
double red and black hurricane 
warning flags flying. After a quick 
trip to Coconut Grove, the suburb 
where he lived, to board up the win- 
dows of his house and nail down 
anything else that might blow loose, 
he headed for Miami Beach for a 
front seat to see the big blow. 

Storms? He loved them. As a 
child. his family had lived within 
sight of the ocean on the New Jersey 
coast. and wild seas and stormy skies 
were among his earliest memories. 

In the teeth of the rising wind 
that day, he drove to Miami Reach 
“T wanted to get a look at the ocean, 
and scout around, and watch things,” 
he said. The wind was a howling 
maelstrom when, in the lobby of a 
hotel, which was just a stone's throw 
from the mountainous surf, a friend 
introduced him to the attractive Miss 
T.ockwood. She was from Lansing, 
Mich., and on a vacation. 

Had it been a quiet summer's day, 
that might have been the end of 
it. But it was hurricane weather. 
People were milling around the lobby, 
their faces heavy with worry, their 
eves uneasy, but Peggy-—Lippincott 
looked at her again-—peered eagerly 
at the storm outside. 

Would she like to go out in it? 
Her delighted smile answered him.

Chester Nimitz. 

After the war-——-well, Lippincott 
was a flier, and he stayed a flier. He 
got a job as pilot for one of the 
major airlines. 

Peggy, too, loved the sky, an14 
had found her place in it.

UCH a trusting attitude

Nobody 
would believe that a man 
with such an enviable rec- 
ord would lend himself to 
anything crooked. 

What they didn’t know 
was that he already had 
a record of another kind— 
a thick dossier in the files 
of the English police. 

For five years they had 
looked for him on fraud 
charges—-while he settled 
down at East Grinstead, 
Sussex, and became “‘lord’”’ 
of the local manor and one 
of the district's most re- 
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spected and admired citi- 
zens...and continued his 
criminal practices. 

When he was finally ap- 
prehended and taken to Old 
Bailey to stand trial a few 
weeks ago, he was sen- 
tenced to four years in jail 
for misappropriation of 
some $72,000 which he had 
obtained from various peo- 
ple for investment—but 
which went instead into his 
own pocket. 

His most recent venture 
was selling shares in a 
merger for a number of 
aircraft companies. This 
money he deposited in his 
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own bank account. Ile used 
it to pay off to investors 
the supposed profits from 
some of his earlier shady 
schemes. 

These financial shenani- 
gans were reminiscent of 
one of the most spectacu- 
lar enterprises of the late, 
internationally famous 
swindler, Charles “The 
Great” Ponzi. 


N EEDING funds to dabble 

in currency exchange 
speculations, Ponzi once of- 
fered investors 50 per cent 
interest for 40 days’ use of 
their money. He paid off 
the first contributors with 
money sent in by later 
ones. Altogether, before the 
law caught up with Ponzi, 
he had handled some $15.,- 
000,000—but those who 
had trusted him got back 


only about 37 cents on the. 


dollar. 

Walter Dicketts 
from the dock at Old Bailey 
when he heard his exploits 
described as ~astonishing”’ 
and ‘“Ponzi-like.”” Seeing 
him standing there, smiling 
and self-confident, even 
after admitting his guilt; 
some onlookers found it 
hard to believe the charges 
against him. 

Ironically enough, the 
man who had once been 
able to inspire so much 
confidence in his integrity 
could not convince some 
people—even by confession 
on *the witness stand—of 
his guilt.
